MOBILE COUNTY COMMISSION

The Mobile County Commission met in regular session in
the Government Plaza Auditorium, in the City of Mobile,
Alabama, on Monday, August 28, 2017, at 10:00 A. M. The
following members of the Commission were present: Merceria
Ludgood, President, and Connie Hudson, Member.

Commissioner Carl was absent. Also present were John F.
Pafenbach, County Administrator/Clerk of the Commission,
Martha Durant, Chief Staff Attorney, and

W. Bryan Kegley II, Assistant County Engineer. President
Ludgood chaired the meeting.

INVOCATION

The invocation was given by Dr. Ledell Cleveland, Jr.,
Pastor of New Bayside Baptist Church, 950 Weinacker Avenue,
Mobile, Alabama.

Dorothy Welch-Cooley: Good morning, I am speaking on
behalf of Stone Court, Craft Court, Osage Street and
Dickens Street Neighbors Association. We are concerned for
the safety of our children who walk across the Craft Court
Highway Bridge to and from school. The bridge is in very
poor condition, there is no sidewalk, and everyone who
walks on that bridge, literally takes their life into their
own hands; it is a safety hazard. There also is a ditch
under the bridge that is overgrown with weeds, and it has
snakes, raccoons, and other diseased vermin. The ditch is a
hazardous and dangerous environment, especially for those
children whose backyards are adjacent to it. I appeal to
the County Commission for help. Thank you very much.

Commission President Merceria Ludgood: Good Morning,
Ms. Cooley. Bryan is this bridge in the County’s
Pay-As-You-Go Program where part of it is in the City of
Mobile and part of it is in the City of Prichard?

Assistant County Engineer W. Bryan Kegley II: The
Bridge is in the 2016 Pay-As-You-Go Program, and my staff
is rapidly moving through the design process.

Commission President Ludgood: This Bridge was
included in the 2016 Pay-As-You-Go Program partially
because of its condition. The County was trying to help
alleviate some standing water in the Toulmin Springs
Watershed. The County is in partnership with the City of
Mobile and the City of Prichard to repair the bridge. The
maintenance of the ditch is the responsibility of the City
of Prichard and the City of Mobile.
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Ms. Cooley: Do the repairs include a walkway across
the Bridge?

Assistant County Engineer Kegley: The County has
plans to widen the shoulders on the Bridge which will
accommodate pedestrian traffic. We would have to look and

see 1f there 1is significant pedestrian traffic for a
walkaway across the Bridge.

Ms. Cooley: May I have something in writing?

Commission President Ludgood: Ms. Cooley, you may
email me, and I will give vyou the status including the
engineer assigned to the project.

Ms. Cooley: Thank you very much.

Commission President Ludgood: Your welcome.
